q Exciting Scenes at Topeka—The Alliance-

TorexA, Kan., January 27.—[Special.]—At 
32 o’clock today the political light of John 
J. Ingalls went out. At that hour ninety- 
eight members of the Kansas legislature 
yoted for Judge W. A. Peffer to succeed 
bim in the United States senate. 

Tomorrow at noon the senate and house 
will meet in joint session and ratify the 
work of today.

The house was half an hour late in assemb- 
ling this morning. 

The attendance of spectators was large. The 
‘senate’s chief clerk appeared at 11 o’clock and 
presented a request from the senate that the

The request was refused by an overwhelm- 
ing vote.

DESIRES IT BEYOND RESURRECTION: 


Spinola, of New York, on the Elections 


Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—After some miscel- 
laneous routine business, the house went commit- 
tee of the whole on the military academy appro- 
priation bill, 

In the general debate which followed, the recent 
Indian troubles in Dakota formed the subject of 
discussion, and also the election bill, Of the lat- 
ter, Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, said that its pas- 
sage would resultin the prostration of all of the 
prosperity which was dawning upon the people of 
the south, 

Mr. Spinola, of New York, was in pursuit of the 
“force” bill when he was interrupted by Mr. 
Bland with a request that Mr. Spinola should 
vield to him to make a motion to lay the ‘“‘force’’ 
bill on the table. 

WANTS TO SEE IT BURIED. 

Mr. Spinola replied that he would not do so, 
being apprehensive that the force bill was not 
quite dead. Until he saw that bill placed in its 
grave and thesod thrown upon it, and a benedic- 
tion delivered, he would not believe that 
the measure was out of the way. 
Referring to the resolution of certain 
southern statesto refrain from making appro- 
priations tothe carrying on of the world’s fair 
until the disputes of the election bill was arrived 
at, he declared that that refusal was nota bluff; 
it was not a bluff on the part of Indiana, or of 
New Jersey; it was not a bluff on the part of 
Michigan. It would not be a biuff on the part of 
the great state of New York when she thundered 
out her voice on the question. After further de- 
bate, the committee rose and the house adjourned.

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DAY’S VICTORY CERTAIN. 


HE FULLY EXPLAINS HIS POSITION. 
The Democrats are suaieaht and the Be- 
publicans Seem Inclined to Give 
Up the Bitter Fight. 


WasHinGton, January 27.—[Special.]— 
Senator Stanford has clinched the burial 
of the force bill by the senate yesterday. 

As stated in these dispatches last night, 
Senators Stewart and Aldrich left on the 
same train last evening for New York to 
see Senator Stanford, and learn which had 
stated his position correctly on the motion 
to shelve the force “bill. 

Senator Stanford stated plainly and em- 
phatically that had he been here he 
would bave voted to lay aside the elec 
tion bill in order that the senate might 
proceed to the consideration of other and 
more important. business. He further 
stated that he had so wired Mr. Stewart 
yesterday, and his failure to receive 
it was evidently due to the wires 
being down. 

Senator Aldrich upon hearing this used 
ome language of a very forcible character 
and then left for Rhode Island. 

Senator Stewart returned here with the 
good news this afternoon, and did not hesi- 
tate to say that Stanford’s statement had 
clinched the burial of the infamy. Every 
other senator at the capitol this afternoon 
expressed the same opinion. 

Senator Stanford explained his views in a 
telegram he filed in New York at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning, but which, owing to the 
breaking of the wires, did not reach Wash- 
ington until this morning: 

New YorRK, January 26.—Hon. William M. 
Stewart, United States Senate, Washington: On 
general principles, I amin favorof the cloture 
rule, but Iam not in favor of anything that would 
shut out your proposed amendment to the elec- 
tion bill, providing it will apply only to elections 
for congress. Without such an amendment, with 
my present views, [should be obliged to vote 
against the election bill. Iam in favor of doing 
important business—passing the apportionment 
bill and appropriation bills whenever we can. 
Show this to Senator Aldrich. If itis necessary, 
pair me accordingly. Ishalltry to bein Wash- 
ington this evening. LELAND STANFORD. 

While it is not impossible that Senator Hoar 
will make one more final effort to take up the 
bill, no one has any idea that he can succeed 
unless many democrats are absent without 
pairs, and that is not at all probable. 

The only other possibility of a successful 
movement on Hoar’s part would be in the 
event that Senator Hearst dies within a few 
days and Ingalls changes his position.

THE APPORTIONMENT BILL. 


The Senate Takes it Up, But no Action 
Taken. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—The senate met at 
noon and the journal of Thu~sday (covering the 
proceedings of Thursday, Eriday, Saturday and 
Monday) was read and appréved. 

Mr. Eustis,rising to a personal explanation,read 

rom The Washington Post the following sen- 
tence: 

Eustis was also brought from home, although 
he did not arrive until after the vote had been 
taken. 

He said that statement was wholly inaccurate.

ing an additional member to eachof the states of 
Arkansas, Minnesota, Missouri and New York. 

Mr. Davis explained and advocated his amend- 
ment. He undertook to show that ander the 
house bill there would still remain between 1,200,- 
000 and 1,800,000 of the population of the country 
unrepresented, and that was, in his judgment, a 
sufticient, ample and convincing reason to sacri- 
fice the process of computation to the constitu- 
tionalend to be attained, instead of sacrificing 
the constitutional end to the integrity and sym- 
mentry of the process. 

Without action on the apportionment Dill, the 
senate proceeded to executive business, and at 
5:15 o’clock p. m. adjourned until tomorrow at 11 
o'clock a, m. 


THE BEHRING SEA CASE. 


Petition of Great Britain to the Sua- 
preme Court. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—The Behring sea 
case came up today in the United States supreme 
court, pursuant to an order made by the chief 
justice. The courtroom was filled with spectatorse 
The United States was represented by Attorney 
General Miller and Solicitor General Taft, and the 
government of Great Britain by Joseph H. Choate, 
of New York, and Calderon Carlisle. 

Vice President Morton, Representative Green- 
halge and Ben Butler, of Massachusetts, and Mr. 
Stockdale, of Mississippi, were among the audi- 
tors.

THE CASH -TAKEN UP. 

At 12:55 o’clock the case was taken up and 
Walderon Carlisie opened for Great Britain.

gest or petition that it could weigh 
une feather-weight in their disposition of a ques- 
ono! private rights. They should be ashamed, 
american lawyers, to make such a proposition 
to the court. 
CARLISLE’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Carlisie then spoke briefly in support of the 
petition sought to be filed. He had not proveeded 
far before Justice Brown interrupted with a ques- 
tion as to whether the libel, on its face, did not 
state that the vessel was seized in the waters of 
Alaska for illegal sealing in those waters. 

Mr. Carlisle said the libel simply stated the mat- 
ter in general terms. 

, an Brown—We are not governed by the 
ibel? 

Mr. Carlisle—I submit not, your honor. The pro- 
hibition must go here, or not go, according as a 
want of jurisdiction appears, or does not appear on 
the face of the proceedings. He took up the charge 
that this was a/political question and not a judicial 
one, and said that surely the construction of an 
act of congress was one for the judiciary. The 
only question to be decided was the rights of 
Thomas H. Cooper, owner of the Sayward, which 
had been seized under congressional laws. It is 
difficult to understand how a question which was 
judicial before the district court of Alaska be- 
comes a political question when submitted to the 
supreme court, 

THE SOLICITOR GENERAL'S POINTS. 

In behalf of the government, in opposition to 
the motion made by Mr. Choate, Solicitor General 
Taft recited the points in the attorney general’s 
brief as follows: 

1, This court has no power in any case to issue a 
writ of prohibition to that court, because it is not 
a district court of the United States, within sec- 
tion 688 of the revised statutes. 

2. The question of jurisdiction of the Alaska 
court, which the petitioners seek to present, can- 
not be raised on the record of admiralty proceed- 
ings on file in this court, because (a.) The face of 
those proceedings show the jurisdiction in the 
Alaska court and after sentence in such case, pro- 
hibition will notissue. (b.) Evenif evidence on 
the apeal may be here examined, it shows a tak- 
ing of seals within three miles of the Alaskan 
islands, which is confessedly within the jurisdic- 
tion of that court,and the seizure did not oust 
the jurisdiction to condemn the vessel]. First, be- 
cause the objection on that accountjwas waived: 
second, because, howeverfillegal the seizure, it 
could not annul the proceeding; and, third, be- 
— the seizure, even if upon the high seas, was 

egal. 

3. Conceeding all facts averred in the petition 
the question of jurisdiction of the Alaskan court 
depends upon the extent of the dominion of the 
United States in Behring sea. Thisis a political 
question to be decided by the political department 
of the government, the executive and congress. 
They have both decided it against the petitioner's 
contention.

AN EXPLOSION IN THE SHAFT OF A 
PENNSYLVANIA MINE. 


OVER A HUNDRED MEN ENTOMBED. 


Rescuing Parties at Work—Bringing Out 
the Dead Bodies—The Details of the 
Disaster are Hard to Secure, 


PirrspurG, Pa., January 27.—A special 
from Mount Pleasant, Pa., says a gas explo- 
sion in the mammoth shaft of the H.C. Frick 
Coke Company’s shaft, about ten miles from 
this place, occurred about 9 o'clock this 
morning. Between fifty and eighty men were 
in the mine. Eighteen bodies have been 
taken ont, and it is estimated that fifty men 
are killed, 

DETAILS OF THE CALAMITY. 

Pitrspure, Pa., January 27.—A special 
from Scottdale, Pa., says: By the explosion 
of firedamp in the mammoth shaft of the 
H. C. Frick Coke Company today, eighty 
sturdy miners were ushered into eternity and 
&@ number seriously injured. 

The explosion occurred this morning, shortly 
after 9 o’clock, and, it is supposed, was the re- 
sult of the ignition of a miner’s lamp. After- 
damp, which followed the explosion, suffo- 
cated nearly every workman who was not 
killed outright. A few men, realizing the 
awful] situation, fell to the ground, thereby 
preventing the gas from striking them. There 
is not a soul left to tell the story of the calam- 
ity. The persons not killed are in sucha 
critical condition that their deaths are momen- 
tarily expected. 

FIFTY BODIES TAKEN OUT. 

Up to this writing fifty bodies have been re- 
covered, all without a sign of life. A fire 
which broke out after the explosion was soon 
extinguished by immense fans, which were put 
in operation. 

The gas has about all been driven from the 
pit and the work of recovering the remaining 
bodies has been commenced. The mammoth 
plant embraces 509 ovens, one of the largest 
plants in the coke region, but it is hard of 
access. Itis situated near the United works, 
where an explosion recently destroyed the 
entire shaft. 

Coffins have already been ordered for eighty 
persons. The only man who escaped from the 
fatal mine was Mine Foreman Eaton. It is 
estimated that lhere are sixty wives and fam- 
ilies left wholly dependent on the charity of 
the world for sustenance by this disaster. 

DETAILS DIFFICULT TO GET. 

It is very difficult as yet to get the details of 
the explosion, although the accident occurred 
at 9 o’clock this morning. The miners are on 
the Seawickly branch of the Southwest branch 
railroad and are about half way between 
Latrobe and this place. The shaft is not very 
deep. There was a sudden explosion of gas at 
the point where the men were at work, and from 
present indications it looks as though most of 
them were killed. The machinery which runs 
the fan was not damaged, and plenty of fresh 
air has been forced into the mine to sustain 
the living and to allow rescuing parties to 
enter in safety and bring out the bodies. 

NO FIRE IN THE MINE. 

The mine was badly wrecked in places and 
it is no’ possible to get an accurate idea of the 
number of living or injured, who may be 
buried or imprisoned. There is no fire in the 
It is said 
that most ofthe killed are either English- 
ss or German miners. The shaft is 
about 100 feet deep and has a number of 
galleries. 

ONE HUNDRED AND TEN KILLED.

It Clung N icely, but the Victim Died in 
Terrible Agony. 

Mempnis, Tenn., January 27.—[{Special.)}— 
Robert Edwards died in awful agony of hydro- 
phobia today.

COLLISION ON THE UNION PACIFIC 


In Which Several Cars Were Wrecked and 
Two Soldiers Killed. 

Torexa, Kan., Jannary 27.—Particulars of a 
collision between a passenger train and a special 
bearing troops from Pine Ridge, which occurred 
last evening on the Union Pacific railway at 
Florence, a small station near Irving, Kan., have 
been received here, 

The special was carrying about 400 soldiers, part

The Insurgents Blockading the Ports—Seve 
eral Engagements, 

Loypon, January 27 .—Dispatches received 
in this city from Chili, via Buenos Ayres, 
bring further particulars concerning the revo- 
lution in Chili. Rebel Chilian war vessels 
occupied the roadstead at Porto Coquimbo on 
a day not specified, but supposed to be about 
four or five days ago. War vessels also fired 
shots into the town, and probably at the troops 
defending the coal depots.

Again the Scalpers—Reviewing Schedules 
of the East Tennessee—Other 
News of Interest. 


A through line railroad from Nashville direc tly 
east to the Cincinnati Southern is nowa certainty, 
says The Nashville Herald. Whether it will be an 
independent line, or to be under the control ef the 
Nashville and Chattanooga system, remains to be 
seen in the future, but it now appears that the 
new line will be only a branch, or an extension of 
the great system mentioned. In any event, one 
good is bound to result—the distance from Nash- 
ville to New York will be shortened about 150 
miles, and Nashville will have an air-line to the 
coast. 

The road to be built is the Nashville and Cum- 
berland Gap railroad, mention of which was made 
afew days agoin The Herald. The charter was 
obtained afew daysago by J. W. Thomas, G. M. 
Fogg, J. H. Ambrose, W, L. Danley and @eorge 
R. Knox, and although chartered under another 
name, is to be an extension of the Nashville,Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis road from Lebanon, and is 
backed by that road. 

The Nashville and Cumberland Gap will intersect 
the Cincinnati Southern, the Knoxville and Cum- 
berland Gap railway, the Knoxville and Jellico 
Mines railway, and connect at its eastern term- 
inus with the Norfolk and Western, shortening 
the distance to Knoxville ninety miles.

The next step will, no doubt, be to 
wipe it from the note heads, letter heads, 
circulars an’ pamphlets in general, dodg- 
ers, and th. hundred and one other forms 
on which it has been assiduously plastered 
since it obtained the contract for the city 
printing for the year just closed, outbid- 
ding Tug ConstTiTuTION by cutting the 
“price to about one-half. 

Up to that time Tur CONSTITUTION 
was receiving, for the publication of the 
marshal’s sales and other city advertising, 
much less than its usual advertising rates, 
and there was but little profit in pub- 
Jishing tho matter at the figures under 
which we held the contract.

In the first place it amounts to very 
little to be the ‘“‘official organ of the 
city,’ and yet the manner in which our 
evening contemporary has scattered the 
information that it held that position of 
no honor and less profit, at the price at 
which it took it, would lead one to be- 
lieve that it was a trust of immense 
pecuniary value and of abundant profit.

Wolcott of Colorado. 

Itis refreshing to know that the repub- 
lican party, which is responsible for such a 
crop of sectionalists, south haters, bourbons 
and malignants as now fill the public eye in 
Washington, is yet capable of producing a 
man like Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, who 
rises above his partisan surroundings and

A CONSTITUTIONAL GOSSIP. 


The setting aside of the force bill was the 
topic most discussed about the streets yester- 
day, and Senator Gorman’s prominence in 
bringing about that result was very generally 
commented upon. 

A former resident of Baltimore, who is now 
an Atlanta citizen, gave me some interesting 
points about Gorman yesterday. 

“I knew Senator Gorman well,” he said. “I 
became first personally acquainted with him 
when he was president of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio canul, a position which is one of: the 
plums of successful party service in Maryland 
politics. “The canal is a state affair and its 
presidentfis appointed by the governor and 
logislature. Itisan office in Maryland simi- 
lar to that of the grand sachem of Tammany in 
New York, in many respects, and its holder 
wields the immense power and patronage of 
the party. Gorman made many bitter ene- 
mies even in hisown party, but they were gen- 
erally a set of disgruntled democrats who were 
generally clamoring for reform in order to get 
the offices ithemselves. John K. Cowen, the 
chief counsel of the powerful Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company, was one of these ‘‘re- 
formers,”’ and the fight for party supremacy 
between them was at times exceedingly 
bitter.”

“Senator Gorman,’? my interlocutor re- 
sumed, ‘‘is ono of the most remarkably gifted 
men of this or any other age. He is not alone 
@ most astute and consummate politician, but 
he is more—far more—than that; he isa states- 
man of the highest and broadest type. He re- 
ceived his political training undermen who 
had elevated politics intoa perfect science. He 
went into politics at an age when most boys 
are learning their reading, writing and arith- 
metic. He began his career as a page in the 
senate, and in this connection a characteristic 
anecdote is told of him. A certain senator, 
well advanced in years, tooka fancy to the 
bright, handsome lad, and often sent him 
on errands. One day he asked young Gorman 
what profession he intended adopting. ‘Pol- 
itics,’ the page replied. ‘Politics?’ echoed the 
old senator, ‘why, thatis no profession.’ ‘It 
can be made one,’ replied the precocious 
youngster, ‘and I will bein this senate when 
I am younger than you are by twenty years.’ 
He has kept word. In no city in the 
world is the game of politics so keenly 
played as in Baltimore—no, not even in New 
York. And Gorman soon made his skill 
and powers felt in the councils of the 
party. He soon held office and has con- 
tinued so to do for the last thirty years nearly. 
He has, indeed, made a profession of poli- 
tics, and has accumulated wealth therein. But 
not even his worst enemy—and he has many 
bitter foes in his own state—could charge him 
with a single act of personal or political dis- 
honesty. He has won by clean methods, per- 
sistent devotion to his party in its darkest 
hours, by his uncompromising, straightout 
democracy and by virtue of his magnificent 
intelligence,”’

**This is his first term in the senate, and yet 
he can give Edmunds points on parliamentary 
law, can instruct Evarts as to the constitution, 
can make a speech as eloquent as Blackburn’s 
finest effort, and can tell Matt Quay how to 
run @ party campaign. Heis, ina word, by 
odds the brainiest manin public life today, 
and if he had notthe misfortune of being a 
southerner he would stand head and shoulders 
above every manin hisparty.

He gives 
his lieutenants their instructions in the briefest 
terms, and, like all great men of action, he has 
a simply miraculous capacity for selecting fit 
instruments. He never forgivesa mistake. 
He never makes them limself and his in- 
structions are always clearand to the point. 
He never getsangry. He never gets elated. 
He is as calm as some Greek conception of in- 
exorable fate, and this had much to do with 
his remarkable. control of men years his 
senior, richer than he, and of larger exper- 
jence. With his smooth-shaven, Roman-look- 
ing face, he moves quietly around and 
is never in a _ “hurry, never  flus- 
tered, never excited. He can find 
time to listen to an anecdote while the very 
fate of a party is trembling in the balance, 
and knowing that on his instant action de- 

ends success or failure... Once in Baltimore 
he was seated ina room of the central execu- 
tive democratic committee, when about 2? 
o’clock word was brought in from half a dozen 
districts that the day was going against the 
party, and that the reformers and republicans 
were likely to beat Latrobe for mayor. War- 
field, a very popular man, was running against 
the regular democratic nominee. Gorman was

THE ROAD CENSURED 
For the Killing of Mr. John Harbuck 
Monday. 

John Harbuck, the section master knocked 
from the track by an East Tennessee engine, 
near the Chattahoochee river, died from his 
injuries. 

An inquest was held yesterday on the re- 
mains, by Coroner Davis. 

The engineer, Weakly, and his fireman 
were both examined, as were four negro sec- 
tion hands who were working under Harbuck, 
and were witnesses to the terrible tragedy. 

They testified that the whistle was not 
blown, neither was the bell rung, or any other 
signals given to warn Harbuck, who was walk- 
ing along the track, of the danger. 

The curve was about 3,000 yards from where 
he was struck, and the body was carried quite 
a distance on the pilot. 

The accident occurred at 7 o’clock, and Dal 
Harbuck, a brother of the injured man, made 
several efforts to get him to the city, but it 
was 5 o’clock in the afternoon before he was 
able to do so, although he says he telephoned 
for a special engine and coach. 

After hearing all the evidence the jury ren- 
dered a verdict censuring the East Tennessee 
railroad authorities, 

The dead man leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren.

She was brought back yesterday by Detect-

.The girl, who is quite young and pretty, 
seems to have been enticed away by a Mrs. 
Perry, whose home is near Greenville, 8. C. 

It appears that Mrs. Perry came to Atlanta 
during the last exposition and while here met 
Miss White. A heavy cotton buyer of South 
Carolina, a man with a family but whose name 
so far has been kept unknown, was acquainted 
with Mrs. Perry and met her during her stay 
in Atlanta. 

By Mrs. Perry Miss White was introduced 
to the cotton buyer. 

The cotton buyer appears to have become 
infatuated with the child and at once began 
scheming to induce her to leave her home. 

Soon after Mrs. Perry went away from 
Atlanta she returned and renewed her ac- 
quaintance with Miss White. 

It is now asserted that she was paid to re- 
turn to Atlanta, ingratiate herself into the 
girl’s confidence and induce her to leave. 

Mrs. Perry stopped at a respectable board- 
ing house, and soon became quite a belle with 
the gentlemen stopping at the same place. 

And her conduct was above suspicion. 

During ber short residence she claimed to 
be studying stenography and typewriting, and 
was frequently with Miss White. 

One day last week she and Miss White left 
the city together. They went to Augusta, 
where it is claimed that the cotton buyer ap- 
peared just as Detective Owens, who had been 
put in pursuit of the girl, reached that city.

GREENVILLE, 8. C,, January 27.—[{Special.] 
The arrival in this city on Sunday alternoou 
of Detective Owens, of Atlanta, and the arrest 
shortly afterwards of a women and girl appa- 
rently about fifteen years of age, created some- 
thing of asensation among those who knew 
of it, 

It appears that the woman, who is Mrs. Lula 
Perry, formerly Miss Lula Sisson, of this city, 
well known here, went to Atlanta some time 
ago and engaged board at a respectable board- 
ing house. Her conduct, as far as can be 
learned, was above repraach. She began 
the study of stenography and was 
the recipient of much attention from 
the young men. She became intimate with 
Miss Anna White, daughter of J, E. White, a 
well-to-do and respectable citizen of that 
place, who boarded at the same house. A 
week ago last Sunday she left Atlanta with 
Miss White, claiming that she was coming to 
this place on a visit to her parents, and that 
she had obtained the consent of Miss White’s 
parents to accompany her on the visit. 

Shortly after they had left, Mrs. Whites 
suspicions were aroused, and Detective Owens 
was engaged to work up thecase. He first 
learned that they had gone to Augusta and 
stopped at a hotel, and thet their conduct 
while there was not exactly what it should 
have been. They then went to Columbia, and 
from there back to Augusta, and from there to 
this place. 

On their arrival here they at once proceeded 
to the house of Mrs. Perry, where they re- 
mained fora day or two. Detective Owens 
arrived the day after they did, and engaged 
Chief of Police Kennedy and Deputy Sheriff 
Gilreath to assist himin finding the woman 
and girl.
